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School Board ranks 
Supt. Kudlak as ‘Highly 
Effective, raises his pay

After a closed-door session near the end 
of Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
the board reconvened to give the school 
superintendent the top grade in his annual 
evaluation. 

The board voted unanimously to rate 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak as “Highly 
Effective” for the calendar year of January- 
December 2021. That rating is at the top 
of the chart on the multi-page Michigan 
Association of School Boards’ evaluation 
form. 

The board also gave him the top rating in 
its 2019 and 2020 evaluations. 

In addition, the board extended Supt. 
Kudlak’s contract for another year, to 
conclude June 30, 2025, and set his 2022- 
23 salary to begin in July at $159,000. This 
is up from his present 2021-22 salary of 
$154,000 which was the same as his 2020- 
21 salary. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Honored members of the high school 
football team that won top honors in the 
state, along with members of the volleyball 
team. Haile Brown from Congresswoman 
Debbie Dingell’s office presented a 
framed proclamation honoring the football 
champs that she said would be put into the 
Congressional Record. State Rep. Ranjeev 
Puri presented a resolution honoring the 
success of the district’s fall sports program, 
signed by him, the governor, and the 
lieutenant governor. He said he is working 
on a plan to bring the football team to 
Lansing to be honored; 

e Approved an agreement between owner 
and vendor for furniture, furnishings, and 
equipment with NBS Commercial Interiors 
for an amount not to exceed $430,000 
pending final review of terms by district

School. The exact cost should be ready 
after the holidays; 

e Approved the Schools of Choice program 
for the second semester of the 2021-22 
school year for classes K-12; 

e Approved a resolution that states the 
district will continue to collect 100% 
summer taxes. The district’s legal consultant, 
Thrun, advises this resolution should be 
adopted annually. Director of Finance Sara 
Cortese said if the district does not levy 
summer taxes, it does not have enough fund 
balance to operate without revenue until the 
first state aid payment of the school year in 
October; 

e Set the 2022 organizational board meeting 
for Monday, Jan. 10, at 7 p.m. in person in 
the Belleville High School Commons;

Belleville City Council approves refinancing of DDA Streetscape bonds

Refinancing the Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority Streetscape 
bonds will save about $200,000 in bond 
payments, so the Belleville City Council at 
its Dec. 6 in-person meeting unanimously 
approved the refinancing. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said since the $4 
million in bonds were issued with the full 
faith and credit of the city, the city council 
must handle the refinancing. 

Tim McLean, deputy city manager and 
DDA director, said the DDA has been 
paying on the 2010 bonds since 2011 and 
currently 50% of the DDA expenses are for 
bond repayment. 

The city’s accountant, Kelly Howey 
of Plante Moran and Kari Blanchett of 
PFM Financial Advisors determined by 


refinancing the existing debt of $363,960 at 
a lower interest rate it would save the DDA 
$203,757.71. This would offer a savings 
each year from the original payment until 
paid off without having to extend the life 
of the debt. 

The current rate is 4.34% and the 
estimated new rate would be 1.26%, with 
total estimated savings of over $200,000 
over the life of the bond. The last bond 
payment is May 1, 2029. 

In other business at the Dec. 6 meeting, 
the council: 

e Held a moment of silence for the Oxford 
community in the wake of the school 
shooting on Nov. 30; 

e Witnessed 34" District Court Chief 
Judge Brian A. Oakley swear in the newly 
elected council members, Steve Jones 
and Amy Henry. After they were seated 


at the council table, the council elected 
Councilman Ken Voigt as mayor pro tem; 

e Heard Mayor Conley say a proclamation 
has been prepared for council members to 
sign honoring the Belleville High School 
football championship. It will be presented 
when the team can attend the meeting in 
person; 

e Heard Police Chief/City Manager Dave 
Robinson announce that city hall will 
be closed between Christmas and New 
Year with employees taking paid time 
off or vacation days on the Tuesday and 
Wednesday. Tax payments can be dropped 
in the drop box in the lobby and will get 
a payment date of 2021 when they are 
processed in 2022 when offices reopen; 

e Voted to move the public hearing on a 
stormwater management ordinance set for 
Dec. 20 to an unspecified date in the future. 


Chief Robinson said it is unwise to act on 
the ordinance since the state legislature had 
not completed details on the law; 

e Approved $212,597.74 and the following 
departmental purchases in excess of $500: 
to Abbey Door, $1,600 for emergency 
repair to the fire department garage door 
opener and replacement of remotes; to 
B&R Janitorial, $1,141.28 in cleaning 
supplies for the DPW; to Dawson Tire & 
Wheel, $1,801 for tires for the backhoe 
for the DPW; to Election Source, $933 
for testing of tabulators/ICX and creation 
of test decks for the clerk’s office; to 
Hennessey Engineers, $660 for inspection 
and testing of the Early Childhood Center 
at Van Buren Public Schools for the DPW; 
to Miss Dig, $2,026.73 for membership 
fees for the DPW; and to Wolverine,

to put in the fence/wall and plantings for 
screening. 

For the state to issue the license the build- 
out must be done. For the business to get 
the build-out done it has to get permits 
from the city after solving the problem of 
the side lot.

Voigt said 
although he likes the look of the split rail, 
maybe they should look at a more durable 
solution, which could be cheaper in the 
long run. Mayor Conley suggested there 
might not be enough seating around the 
play equipment so they sit on the fence. 
Voigt also asked about finding a way to 
test the compaction on road repairs so they 
don’t sink down and cause problems; and 

e Heard Mayor Conley say Winter Fest 
was a great end to a very difficult year. 
Councilman Jones said there were more 
people this year than it has had in the past 
and the pop-up shops were very popular. 
Councilwoman Henry said there were 25 
vendors in the tent and six to seven in 
another building.

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VBT DDA will pay for license plate recognition cameras in its district

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority agreed to pay for 
up to ten license plate recognition cameras 
within its district at its zoom meeting Nov.

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Charges refiled against two who allegedly robbed Belleville bank

Sergio Luis Bellew and Scott Allen 
Hall were before 34” District Court 
Judge Tina Brooks Green on Dec. 1 for 
their arraignments and probable cause 
conference on charges of robbing the 
Belleville Chase bank on April 16. 

Bellew, 26, of River Rouge, was present 
virtually from the Wayne County Jail, 
where he is being held, and Hall, 35, was 
present virtually from a treatment facility. 

Bellew’s preliminary exam was set for 
noon on Jan. 19 at 34 District Court. Hall 
waived his preliminary exam and was 
scheduled for a Dec. 8 arraignment on the 
information at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice in Detroit. 

The original bank robbery charges filed in 
May were dismissed on Sept. 29 by Judge 
Lisa Martin on a motion by the defense 
since a necessary witness in the case was 
in Florida and could not testify. 

The charges were dismissed with 
prejudice so they could be refiled and they 
were refiled on Nov. 8.

Alex Kurrie said there will be three or four 
witnesses in Bellew’s preliminary exam 
and Assistant Prosecutor Jane Gillis said 
they will have to fly a witness in from 
Florida. 

Hall’s appointed attorney John 
McWilliams said his client will waive the 
preliminary exam and go right to circuit 
court. He is in drug treatment at a facility 
and doing well, McWilliams said of Hall. 

The two also were charged with robbing a 
bank in Redford Township on April 15, the 
day before the Belleville robbery. 

Hall was accused of driving the getaway 
cars in both robberies. The preliminary 
exam for the Redford Township case was 
set for Aug. 17 at 17th District Court. 

On Sept. 7, Hall waived his preliminary 
exam and was bound over to circuit court 
for an arraignment on the information. 
Bellew held his exam on Sept. 7 and 
was bound over to circuit court. Their 
arraignments on the information were held 
Sept. 14 and a calendar conference set for 
Oct. 19 before Circuit Court Judge Bridget 
Mary Hathaway. 

A motion hearing in Bellew’s Redford 
Township case now has been set for Jan. 
10. Bellew’s bond had been set at $500,000 
cash or surety with a tether if released. 

Hall’s personal bond was set for $100,000 
with a tether. An evidentiary hearing in his 
Redford Township case was set for Feb. 8 
for Hall.

Bellew’s appointed defense attorney is 
Lillian Diallo. 

Belleville Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said the suspect, later identified as Bellew, 
entered the bank in Belleville and presented 
a note to the teller demanding money on 
April 16. There was no weapon seen or 
implied, he said. 


The Belleville Chase bank also was 
robbed on Nov. 7, 2020 by a man who had 
robbed the Chase bank in Canton on Nov. 5, 
2020. Joe Stafford, 55, of Powder Springs, 
GA, was sentenced to 4-15 years in prison 
after pleading guilty to the Canton robbery. 
In exchange for his guilty plea on May 25, 
the Belleville charge was dismissed. 


Final conference now set for Jan. 11 
in murder case of Egypt Covington

The final conference in the Wayne 
County Circuit Court cases against three 
men accused in the 2017 shooting death of 
Egypt Covington has been reset from Dec. 
10 to Jan. 11 at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice in Detroit. 

The final conference had been set before 
Circuit Court Judge Wanda A. Evans for 
Oct. 6 but was adjourned to Nov. 17 and 
then Dec. 10 and now to Jan. 11 at the 
request of the defense. 

The accused perpetrators have been in 
the Wayne County Jail since their arrests in 
late 2020. Being held are Timothy Eugene 
Moore, 35, of Toledo; Shandon R Groom, 
28, of Toledo; and Shane Lamar Evans, 32, 
of Sumpter Township. 


Moore and Groom are charged with 
first-degree murder, felony murder, home 
invasion first-degree, and three charges of 
felony firearm in the June 22,2017 shooting 
death of Jacqueline Elizabeth “Egypt” 
Covington, 27, in the Van Buren Township 
duplex where she lived on Hull Road. 

Moore is also charged with another 
felony firearm charge. 

Evans is charged with felony murder and 
home invasion first-degree. 

All would face life in prison if convicted 
of the charges. 

Egypt was a 2007 graduate of Belleville 
High School and a popular local singer. 
She was employed as an account manager 
for beer and wine distributor Rave and had 
worked at Johnny’s and Bayou Grill in 
Belleville.

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Sumpter Twp. board accepts Cole’s offer to help during transition

During a virtual special meeting on 
Nov. 30, the Sumpter Township Board 
of Trustees approved taking up Michelle 
Cole’s offer to help for eight hours a 
week during the transition caused by her 
resignation as township administrator. 

The first item on the agenda was 
acceptance of Cole’s resignation letter 
that she presented Nov. 22 and which took 
effect Nov. 29. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan asked that the 
motion to accept the resignation have the 
words “with regret” added to it and that 
was agreed to. When she cast her vote, 
Trustee Morgan said, “Yes, with a heavy 
heart.” 

Supervisor Tim Bowman voted yes and 
added, “with a very, very heavy heart.” 

Clerk Esther Hurst asked that the board 
add to the motion that they accept Cole’s 
resignation from other positions she also 
held, namely financial director and deputy 
supervisor. The motion was amended. 

The board then discussed the vacancy 
for more than an hour and unanimously 
decided to pay Cole $95 an hour not 
to exceed eight hours a week for three 
months. Township attorney Rob Young 
said the length of the agreement could be 
shortened or lengthened in the future. 

Meanwhile, the board will post the 
position and refer it to the hiring committee 

The board also voted to divide up 
responsibilities with accounting and payroll 
under the clerk’s office, water and building 
departments under the supervisor’s office, 
IT under Public Safety Director/Police 
Chief Eric Luke, and continuation of 
Mackenzie Glinski of Huron Township 
doing payroll at a rate of $30 per hour 
under the clerk’s department. 

Attorney Young was directed to draft 
a contract for Cole to work eight hours a 
week with directions from the supervisor, 
treasurer, clerk, and Chief Luke. 

When the board was first deciding Cole’s 
pay to help, $45 an hour was suggested 
and Cole said she would have to think that 
over. She said $45 is low, since they are 
paying $30 for payroll. She said Cari Ford, 
who has credentials similar to Cole’s, was 


being paid $95 an hour. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy made the motion 
to pay Cole a rate of $95 an hour and this 
was passed by the board. 

Young said he would write a contract 
that would detail that Cole would be 
called determined by the needs of the 
four officials and they would focus on the 
Wednesday she has off from her new job. 
Oddy reminded him they have to limit it to 
eight hours. 

Cole said on other days she would be able 
to help on her lunch break or other breaks 
and could call them back. 

“She should be compensated for her 
time,” stated Supervisor Bowman. 

Trustee Morgan said she trusts Cole to 
keep honest records and let the township 
know the time spent. 

Oddy said she should be scheduled and 
they need to know her lunch hours and what 
hours she is available on a Wednesday. 

Bowman repeated it is important that 
she is compensated for her time, but this 
should not be considered “open ended,” as 
stated by Trustee Don LaPorte. 

Young said if there is an emergency, the 
person who put her beyond the eight hours 
would explain the details of the emergency. 

“Is Michelle going to be turning in all of 
the keys since she won’t be coming in any 
more?” asked Clerk Hurst. 

Trustee Tim Rush said security issues 
should not be discussed publicly and the 
board can discuss that on Wednesday. 

Oddy made another motion to ask Cole 
to write a summary for the board on grants, 
contracts, when they were submitted, 
when they were due, to help the board 
determine which issues to tackle first with 
the resources they have. 

Young said Cole will start the next day, 
a Wednesday, even though the contract is 
not signed. 

During the discussion, Trustee Morgan 
said she read the email from financial 
consultant Cari Ford to the board members 
and, “She’s not willing to take on more.” 

Ford was hired Sept. 1 as an independent 
contractor to take on finance and accounting 
duties that she originally handled when she 
worked at the township for Post, Smythe, 
Lutz & Ziel of Wayne. 
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Morgan said it’s a shame the township 
had to lose Cole because they didn’t hire a 
financial director and didn’t hire a fulltime 
payroll person. 

Oddy disagreed with Morgan, saying 
he talked to Ford and Ford is excited that 
Glinski will be doing payroll. Oddy said 
he thinks the township did quite well in 
providing support for Cole. He said now 
Cole can help, but not lead, and they 
have to have leadership. He suggested the 
supervisor, clerk, and treasurer, along with 
Luke taking over the leadership for the 
things Cole was doing. 

Morgan asked Cole if she read Ford’s 
email and Cole said she had. Morgan asked 
her if she agreed with her comments and 
Cole replied, “Cari Ford is a very truthful 
person.” 

Trustee LaPorte asked if Ford is capable 
of transferring money and Cole said yes, 
she was capable, “But, you’d have to talk 
to her. I don’t know if she has time” to do 
more than she’s doing now for Sumpter. 
Cole said, actually, the money is transferred 
in the treasurer’s department. 

She said she just wants to put the tools 
in place for Sumpter Township to take off 
running and be successful. 

Morgan said she knows Cole worked the 
previous night so payroll could go through. 
Cole said the township has Glinski through 
the end of the year. 

Trustee LaPorte said they could ask 
Glinski to stay longer. 

Rush insisted that Chief Luke be given a 
chance to speak and Luke said he would be 
glad to take up the slack in IT and it is vital 
that they be able to use the information 
Cole has. He said she’s been “in this since 
the beginning ... and Id like to continue 
working with Michelle ... She’s been our 
main IT for years and saved us a lot of 
money ... She talked to me earlier today 
and last week” and she can continue to 
help. 

Luke said completing the new phone 
system is a huge project that needs to 
be completed and fiber optics need to 
be completed for the police department. 
He’s not sure what the MERS issue is that 
was mentioned by Rush, but he will do 
whatever he can to help the township.

At its Nov. 16 meeting the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees approved a 
new four-year contract with the Police 
Officers Labor Council which represents 
the patrol officers and dispatch employees.

period, which begins when an employee 
starts working. There must be at least an 
eight-hour break before an employee can 
start another shift of employment with 
the township. Full-time employees shall 
be compensated from their original start 
time without penalty from taking the eight- 
hour break. Also, if management elects to 
extend a shift without using the overtime 
roster, the employee with the least hours 
shall be asked if they wish to have their 
shift extended. If that employee turns the 
overtime down, the next in line will be 
asked until the list is exhausted in which 
case the employee with the lowest hours 
will be ordered; 

e Wages were set for full-time patrol 
officers and dispatch: annual salary based 
on 2,184 hours will go from $60,169.20 
($27.55 per hour) for probationary 
officers in 2021 to $64,795.65 ($29.67) 
for probationary officers in 2025. Patrol 
officers with 48 months and one day on 
the job will go from $71,263.92 ($32.63) 
in 2021 to $82,115.49 ($37.60) in 2025. 
Dispatcher wages go from $21.12 per hour 
for probationary status in 2021 to $29.10 
per hour for dispatchers with 48 months 
and one day of service in 2025; 

e Management has discretion to hire new 
employees at a higher rate of pay based 
upon previous MCOLES certified law 
enforcement experience. This shall not 
impact seniority or any other paid time off; 

e Full-time employees will receive four 
personal leave days annually. It was three 
days in the expiring contract. Sick time is 
extended to any immediate family member. 
Compensatory time will have a cap of 84 
hours, instead of the current 72 hours;

e The employer will grant a three-day 
leave with pay for two employees to 
attend the Police Officers Labor Council 
Conference, up from two days; 

e The employer will provide life / 
accidental death and dismemberment 
insurance of $50,000 to full-time police, 
up from $45,000 in the last contract. Full- 
time dispatch will get $50,000 in insurance 
coverage, up from the previous $25,000; 

e The employer shall be required to 
contribute a minimum of 13% (up from 
12%) in addition to the 13% contributed by 
the employee to the MERS pension plan. 
The employer shall fund any amount above 
the 26% as required by the MERS pension 
plan. 

Letter of Understanding on 
vaccinations 

A letter of understanding on COVID-19 


vaccinations, signed on July 30, 2021, is 
attached to the contract. 

Union employees had until Sept. 16 to 
provide proof of vaccination. Any union 
members with shots received a $500 
incentive bonus. In the event there is 100% 
compliance, another incentive of $250 
each will be paid. 

Union members that receive an inoculation 
that results in any side effects shall receive 
up to two sick days not charged to their 
sick bank and may be allowed additional 
time depending on verification from the 
member’s physician. That section expired 
Oct. 1. 

Those not receiving the vaccination 
will have to wear masks, maintain social 
distancing, be tested every seven days 
at the expense of the employer, and non- 
compliance may result in discipline. 

Any other matters that arise from 
COVID-19 and are not spelled out in the 
letter of understanding shall be negotiated.
